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To: The Chairman and Members of the Bakewell Urban District Council, 
Mr. Chairman, Gentlemen, 
It is my pleasure to present the Annual Report for the year 1972. 


During this year live births in the district totalled 43 compared with 38 
for 1971. There were no deaths from child birth or abortion. 


There were a total of 68 deaths, as compared with 69 deaths for 1971. 
The most common causes were diseases of the heart and circulation, which 
caused more than a half of all deaths. 


April lst, 1974 is the day appointed by the Local Government Act 1972 
on which the new District Councils take on responsibility for Local 
Government from the existing authorities. Briefly, smaller authorities have 
been amalgamated and functions have been altered. The office of Medical 
Officer of Health is abolished and local authority medical staff transferred 
to a reorganised National Health Service, 


The Bakewell U.D.C. will join with the Bakewell R.D.C., Wirksworth and 
Matlock U.D.C.'s and Ashbourne U.D.C. and R.D.C. to form the West Derbyshire 
District Council. 


Since the Bakewell U.D.C. was formed in 1894, the functions of local 
government have constantly changed, always with the object of providing a 
better service to the public. Living conditions have improved enormously 
over the years and this Council has played its part in this progress. To 
illustrate this and as a matter of historical interest the first Annual Report 
of the M.O.H. for the year 1894 is reproduced later in this report, which I 
presume will be the last. That these early reports are preserved is due to 
the Doctors C. W. Evans and C. W. Evans father and son who were Medical Officers 
of Health of Bakewell U.D.C. for the greater part of the period.

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SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


I am pleased to record in my report the completion of the improvements 
and extensions to sewers which included the following works. The con- 
struction of 982 lin. yds. of 21 inch and 18 inch dia. sewers from the 
town centre to the Haddon Road Pumping Station to replace the existing 
inadequate sewers. The construction of 760 lin. yds. of 6 inch dia. 
sewer at Burton Closes and Derby Gate, which served for the first time 
12 dwelling houses, a motor repair garage and a caravan site of 65 caravans 
and also provided a sewer for the future residential development of 15 
acres of land at Stoney Close. 


The consulting engineers for the scheme were Messrs A. H. S. Waters 
& Partners of Birmingham and the contractors Messrs Lane Brothers (Mansfield) 
Ltd. 


All main sewers were checked by closed circuit television for 
infiltration water and 500 lin. yds. of defective sewer have been relaid. 


We now know that from the lst April, 1974 all sewage disposal works 
and sewers will be administered by the Regional Water Authorities. 


The Council can feel justly proud of its public health record in this 
field for when control passes out of its hands the township of Bakewell will 
be served by a recently constructed modern sewage disposal works and a first 
class system of sewers. 


This significant contribution to the environment of the town has only 
been brought about by the dedication and zeal of past and present Councils 
together with their Officers. 


HOUS ING 


Although the Council did not complete any houses during this year a 
contract was placed for the erection of 34 dwellings of the two and three 
bedroomed type at Stoney Close and work commenced on their construction in 
late summer, these should make ea very significant contribution to the housing 
needs of the town. 


I am pleased to see the Council's continued progress in housing and 
in particular their decision to improve the pre-war houses at Burton Edge 
and Stanton View, the preparation of plans having been placed with architects, 
Messrs Smith & Roper. 


Plans are also in course of preparation for a further 16 one and 
two bedroomed flats at Moorhall. 


Another useful addition to housing will be the conversion of Burton 
Closes Mansion to 11 flats and the erection of 6 two bedroomed flats by 
the Colebrooke Housing Association. 


On local government reorganisation the control of housing will be a 
function of the new District Council and I am sure the excellent work 
carried out by the Council will be continued. 


REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL 

The use of paper sacks for refuse collection has now had a 12 months 
trial and there is no doubt this system has many advantages in improved 
hygiene and efficiency. 

The acquisition of a tracked machine for refuse disposal control has 


made sustantial improvements to the condition of the refuse tip at Ashford 
Road. 
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CARAVAN SITES 
The caravan site at Crowhill Lane was opened during 1972. 


This is a holiday site for 65 caravans and is only open during the 
months April until October. 


Great care has been taken to ensure the site is to the highest public 
health standards and it is equipped with a modern ablution block having a 
mains water supply and drainage connected to the public sewer. 


FACTORY ACT 1961 


Particulars with regard to the Factory Act 1961 appear as an appendix. 
No complaints were received during the year and routine inspections revealed 
no contraventions. 


BAKEWELL AND DISTRICT MOBILE PHYSIOTHERAPY ASSOCIATION 
An extract from the annual report of the Association is given below:- 


The unit was launched by Her Grace the Duchess of Devonshire, patron to 
the Association, on September, 30th 1972. The service is not part of the 
National Health Service but is a voluntary charity dependent on local people, 
councils and societies for its support. The aim is to provide physiotherapy 
treatment in their own homes for those unable for various reasons to attend 
a hospital physiotherapy department. Patients are only treated after a 
recommendation from their family doctor. Although all doctors have not used 
the service the physiotherapist has been kept busy, treating all age groups 
for a variety of conditions with improvement in all but a few cases. 


Sympathy is expressed for the sad loss of the first Chairman, Councillor 
R. Atkin. It is good to know that the unit itself is a memorial of his work. 


The Secretary Councillor R. Boyes has also recently had to resign because of 
illness. 


I would like to thank the Chairman and Members of the Council for their 
help and encouragement. Also the staff of the Council, especially Mr. Bubb, 
Mr. Blakeway and Mr. Bradbrook for their help during the year and with the 
preparation of this report.

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NORTH DERBYSHIRE WATER BOARD 


Report to Medical Officer of Health on 
Water Supply to Bakewell U.D. Year 1972 


The supplying authority to the area is the North Dervyshire Water Board. 


The supply sources to the area are a bulk supply of treated water from the Derwent 
Valley Water Board and Fallinge Spring. Both are stored in open reservoirs and 
pass, after chlorination, into distribution and to three balancing tanks. 


Storage is in open reservoirs, &he absence of filtration and stagnation in 
balancing tanks at the end of the system inevitably results in deterioration of 
quality during distribution. 


The quantity proved adequate, no restriction being imposed. 


Chemical and Bacteriological analyses are carried out in the Board's laboratories. 
All raw, treated and distributed waters are examined at least monthly, the number 
of examinations carried out in 1972, being:- 


Bacteriological 157 
Chemical 48 


Bacteriological results on treated waters have generally been satisfactory. 
Chemicat results vary with location in view of the fact that two sources are 
involved. Approximate limits of variation being:-

Samples taken at source, in distribution and after overmight standing in lead 
Service pipes, when examined for residual lead have yielded results which have 
been within the acceptable figure for lead concentration. 

The number of houses connected in the area during the year was 17. 


53 metres of main were laid for housing developments. 


Before being brought into use all new mains were washed out, sterilized and samples 
taken to ensure satisfactory bacteriological and physical results were obtained. 


Waters were monitored for radioactive substances and results were well below the 
recommended minimum levels, 


Monthly reports of current bacteriological and physical results were forwarded 
to the Medical Officer of Health.

GENTLEMEN, 
During the year 1891, there have been 63 deaths, but, 


excluding the deaths at the Workhouse of people belonging to 
other districts, 39, viz., 27 males and 12 females—a death rate of 


14°2 per 1000. 


The births were 7] in number, viz., 30 males, 41 females— 
equal to a birth rate of nearly 25 per 1000. 


The infantile mortality was 84:5 per 1000 births. 


The zymotic death rate was -75, one death being ascribed 
to Searlatina and one to Whooping Cough. 


On the whole the town has been fairly healthy, as the 
death rate testifies; but the figures emphasise the greater 
mortality among males. 


16 cases of infectious disease were reported, viz, 11 
Scarlatina, 1 Diphtheria, and | Erysipelas. 


5 of the Scarlatina cases occurred in the town. Fach as it 
occurred was isolated as far as possible at home, except one case, 
which was removed to the temporary isolation hospital at the 
Workhouse, which was then in use. The other 6 were 
Workhouse cases, and succeeded each other at intervals, no 
doubt owing to the isolation heing imperfect. The origin could 
not be ascertained, several cases of sore throat occurring about 
the time of the outhreak which simulated Scarlatina, but which 
escaped medical observation till later. 


Each house was fumigated, and no second case occurred on 
the same premises. 


None of the other zymotic cases reported, proved on 
investigation, to be of a seriows nature, except to the individual. 
My last year’s experience of the use of a wooden hospital 
such as you have, especially in rough weather, is not favourable, 
and only extreme urgency can justify its use except in Summer. 
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I must again call your attention to the desirability of the 
provision, either in i a with the Rural District Council 
or separately, of a small permanent isolation hospital, available 


at any time of the year. 
No case of Smallpox occurred. 


In reference to the Water Supply, no action seems to have 
been taken to improve the supply to the upper part of the town, 
beyond getting the engineer’s report, the wet Summer having 
caused the inconvenience to be less felt. 


The emptying of Ashpits is at times a difficulty, and would 
perhaps be more efficiently done by the Council directly. 


The question of a Tip for rubbish should be again considered. 
There is an eligible site beyond the Gas Works, if it could be 
obtained. 


The District has been systematically inspected, the Bake- 
houses and Slaughter-houses visited. Complaint has been made 
of carcases of meat obstructing the footpath. 


This should in every case 
be ordered to be done. There is one instance of eight cottages 
in a row not having as many ards of spouting between them, 
and rain water pipes are still a lowed to discharge over the pave- 
ment to the detriment of foot passengers. The enforcement of
